Caledonia Home Health Care Agency, Inc., is a non-profit, charitable 
organization serving 25 towns in the Northeast Kingdom. Our long history 
of providing quality professional nursing, home health aides, homemaking, 
physical therapy, occupational therapy and speech pathology, along with 
social services to people in their homes dates back to 1968. 


Varying levels of care are available: for the acutely ill, for 
those needing rehabilitation, or for those people with long term chronic 
conditions. We are caring for more people that are acutely ill, 
requiring increasingly complex, intensive and highly skilled care. 
Although our primary focus will always be to care for the sick at home, 
additional health services such as hypertension screening clinics, 
lamaze classes, prenatal education, and long-term care planning are 
provided. i . 


These services are supported through funds collected from the 
patients, Medicare, Medicaid and other health insurances, town 
appropriations, grants, and donations. No one is denied service because 
of inability to pay. Frequency of visits depends on need, but can vary 
from daily visits to once every two weeks. 


Although it has been at least five years since we last requested an 
increase in the town appropriation, recent changes in reimbursement have 
caused a significant deficit in our Hospice Program. We need additional 
funds to enable us to continue to care for those in need. 


We respectfully ask for your much needed support for the coming 
year. The appropriation requested is based on the population and our 
projected loss in your towns. Our annual report, including an audited 
financial statement, is available at our offices for public inspection.

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ANNUAL REPORT TO THE CITIZENS OF LUNENBURG, VT 


The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention 
of illness and the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to the 
health of the public. In working toward this goal, the Health Department 
has provided, or assured the provision of health services to communities 
across the state. Direct services are provided through 11 district 
field offices. During fiscal year 1985, citizens of Lunenburg received 
the following services from the district office in St. Johnsbury: 


66 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemental 
foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC program. 


24 children and young adults received medical evaluation of 
individual health and dental status through the Early Periodic Screening, 
Diagnosis and Treatment program. 


19 persons received assessment information and counselling through 
the Maternal and Child Health program and/or information and teaching of 
parenting roles through prenatal classes and home visiting services. 


14 children received comprehensive health assessments, including 
preventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics. 


Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
genetic, developmental disorders, and other handicapping conditions were 
provided to 2 children through the Handicapped Children's program and/or 
the Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 


The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention 
and control of illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a 
variety of substances. During fiscal year 1985, the following laboratory 
services were provided to residents of Lunenburg: 


1 diagnostic blood test, 


44 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor 
drinking water quality. 


The Dental Division provides services to local communities including 
installing and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected community 
and school water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible 
children, and providing dental health education in the schools. 


Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to 
Vermonters: 


140,598 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department 
clinics to prevent polio, measles, other childhood diseases, and 
influenza. 200,447 doses were supplied to private physicians. 


16 hospitals, 47 nursing homes and 43 level III community care 
homes were inspected and licensed. 


6,097 food or lodging inspections were conducted. 


1,034 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 31/7 
gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 348 contacts were traced by 
Epidemiology field investigators. 452 air, water, and other samples 
taken in the vicinity of 2 nuclear power reactors were tested for 
radioactivity, 7 houses were tested for the presence of formaldehyde, 
and 37 x-ray machines in hospitals, doctors' and dentists' offices 
were inspected. 83 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 85 voluntary 
consultative inspections of Vermont industries were conducted. 


The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance for the 
dental care of 6,813 children; the Denticaid program provided assistance 
for 11,232 children. 2,150 persons received screening for early 
detection of lung diseases through the Barre and other Health Department 
chest clinics. 6,111 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed by 
the Laboratory. 11,045 bacteriological and viral cultures were tested. 
The Emergency Medical Services program provided support and technical 
assistance to the state's 93 ambulance services, 53 first responder 
squads and 16 hospital emergency departments. 598 Emergency Medical 
Technicians were trained or recertified, and 291 certifications were 
issued in advanced life support skills. 


The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 734 Vermont 
deaths, including 188 accidents, 22 homicides, and 99 suicides. 


Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town 
Health Officer, Ralph G. Ridley, Sr. Please feel free to call him if you 
need any assistance. The Health Department provides technical assistance 
and support to local health officers.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
of the 
ILUNENBURG SCHOOL DISTRICT 
for the school year 


July 1, 1984-June 30, 1985 
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It is a pleasure to report once again to you, the citizens of 
Lunenburg, and to take this opportunity to express my appreciation for 
your continued support for your schools, its faculty, and programs. The 
school year 1985-1986 began with 75 students at the Lunenburg Primary 
School as compared to 84 in 1984-1985. The Gilman Middle School started 
with 64 students in 1985-1986 and 74 in 1984-1985. This represents a 
reduction of 19 students when we compare the fall enrollment figures. 
Since the beginning of school, however, some new students have entered 
school, and the faculty has identified several students who are in- need 
of special instruction. This has created a need to employ a teacher 
aide in grade one and to significantly alter the way in which the school 
delivers services to handicapped children. 


In many respects, this has been a year of change. Four of the five 
board members resigned and a new principal was hired. Two very important 
areas have not changed, however - the faculty, for the most part, 
remained and your children's education has continued in an orderly 
fashion. In this regard, I am convinced that Mr. Witters and his 
instructional staff have done a commendable job and deserve your respect. 


With regards to your school budget and the 1986-1987 school year, 
next year will find your schools being evaluated for school approval. 
This process includes a five-member team of educators coming to Lunen- 
burg to observe your school and its programs first hand. Their visit 
will be followed by a report which indicates the degree to which your 
schools meet the State's standards. We do not have to wait for a team 
from outside the district, however, to know that some improvements are 
necessary. In terms of programs, these include the need to add art, 
music, guidance services, and to have a full time principal. I made 
these recommendations to the school board, and they included them in the 
budget which appears in this annual report. There is also a need to 
remodel the basement area of the Gilman Middle School if it is going to 
continue being used for classes. It is presently used for science 
instruction and is sorely in need of improvement. There are needs 
which this budget does not address and should be considered after the 
previously stated needs have been met. They include industrial arts and 
home economics instruction for the seventh grade. Presently, only the 
eighth grade receives this instruction. Also there is a need for space 
for the nurse and special education services. Perhaps these can be 
addressed in 1987-1988. 


I would like to express my appreciation to Mrs. Paige, Mrs. 
Frechette, and our special education coordinator, Mrs. Muzzey, in the 
central office, your principal, Mr. Witters, and your very fine 
instructional staff. Together, they are insuring that your children 
receive a fine uninterrupted education. With your support, they will be 
able to continue to offer the educational opportunities which are so 
necessary in these times.

As most of the Town's citizens know, the past school year has 
been rather tumultuous. Any time a school district changes principals 
and four out of five school board members during a school year, there 
are bound to be some rough periods. The fact that quality education has 
continued'is definitely a credit to the teachers, teacher aides, the new 
principal, Mr. Witters, and Mr. Flight, the superintendent. I would 
also add that a great deal of credit must go to the newly formed school 
board. 


We believe that we have proposed a school budget which will 
provide quality education to our students while remaining within the 
financial means of the Town. There are many definite improvements 
provided for in the proposed budget. The principal's job has been 
changed to a full time position. Provisions have been made for a full 
time math teacher with computer teaching skills rather than the fifty 
percent taught by the principal under the present system. Also included 
are art instruction (two days per week), music (one day per week), and 
guidance (one day per week). We have done all this with a modest 3.5 
percent increase over last year's budget. 


A great deal remains to be accomplished. Our goal is to 
insure that graduates of the Lunenburg School District are at least 
competitive with their peers in any high school they choose to attend. 
The foundation which is provided in the kindergarten to 8th grade level 
must prepare our students for whatever educational level they have the 
ability and desire to attain. There needs to be improvement in 
transportation to insure the capacity to move our students safely and 
efficiently to and from school. The school in Gilman needs a great deal 
of work especially in the basement area. 


We need the support and constructive criticisms of the 
townspeople. The present school board's philosophy is to be as open 
and forthright as possible. We believe that you should know what you 
are getting for your school dollar and that there should not be any 
surprises in the budget. There has been good public support and 
interest; however, it could always be better.
